the letter drop per DIR U(>9Q7 •/f~^ (therefore stayed away from this safehouse 
during the first ten days“ ofTfe'ch and* maintained contact with AECASSOWARY/6 
via telephone. AECASSOWARY/3 and 6 were unwitting as to the above mentioned 
surveillance, and went about their business in a normal manner. Neither 
reported having seen suspicious strangers in the vicinity of the safehouse.

request made in EGMW-5700,/ /earned from him what has been done to date 

by his and other organizations in mounting action at the Brussels Fair. The 
details of this are to be found in attachment B as in EGMA 32837, dispatched on 
lU March 1958.

0PE2RATI0KAL MTTE31S AND COMMENTS: 



1, Hiis visit vdth AECASSOWARI 3 and 6 was for the purpose of obtain- 

ing the information asked for in EGMW 5700, First the matter of newspaper 
personnel and newspaper accountings vas taken up, followed by a discussion 
about action the AECASSOWARIES mi^t take at the Brussels Fair. AECASSOWARI 3 
said he would prepare a breakdown of editorial and management personnel for 
both the AEGASSOW&RY 1 and AEDRUMMER 1 newspapers, and also tiy at the sama 
time to furnish the accountings requested. He also agreed wlt ^ ^ 

request to forxrard edl coirrespondence of a sensitive natuw intended for 
AECASSOWARI 2 through GALLO. 

2, On thetcplc of the Brussels Fair, AECASSOWARI 3 said that his 
group has done nothing about mounting action there although he has been 
coi*respondlng with AECASSOWARI 2 about this. Further, he said ti^at various 
Ukrainian church groups in Europe are preparing to dlstrlbuta<;S^olarly 
and church literature from space eOAotted them at the Yatic w5»vl lion 

by the Vatican and that this activity is being coordinated BWB^/^Takiv 
PIRRIDON of Holland, the A]^tollc Visltator for Holland and Belgium, The 
only other possibility fo3Kli^^butlng llteratiure, decided on to date, 
is that being Investlgated/mpira^ MARKUS of Paris and tdilch calls for the 
dlsslmination of Ukrainian {Printed matter throtagh one or more book stores 
located in Brussels but not on the fair grounds. AECASSOWARI 3 said nothing 
definite has been determined here since this is still in the planning stage. 
This, by the way, is not an action being prepared solely by the AECASSOWARIES, 
but would Involve other Ukrainian groups as well. AECASSOWARI 3 said that 
MARKUS has been exchanging ideas about this with AECASSOWARI 2. 

3, AECASSOWARI 3 said he woaild recommend that AECASSOWARI 6 visit 
the fair \daen it opens to get a first hsmd reading on viiat might bo done 
there in line with spreading a little propaganda. 

4. Inspired by the discussion of the Brussels Fair and idiat ml^t 
be done about spreading the pro Western word among the visitors to the 
fair, and taking iato account AECASSOWARI 3's views obtaining fixed 
space (a both or pavilion) is out of the question, ^suggested that 
perhaps book matches bearing a desired intor^ptiaa auKl 'S^ipt be passed 
out among fair visitors on the midways by AECASSOWARI representatives. 

^This could be done either with or without authority from Pair officials. 

' ^>ointod out in line with this suggestion that (a) book matches 
aire cCeap, (b) xio European would refuse a free book of matches as might a 
printed leaflet, (c) once having accepted a book of matches, a person woTild 
read the book cover out of curiosity if for no other reason, (d) a person 
lAio received a free book of matches might be inclined to keep it as a 
souvenir of the fair (this would be especially important in the case of 
those visitors from the Soviet Union uho would be more apt to take back 
with them an Innocent book of matches \diere they mi^t be afraid to carry 
back known Western propafaada leaflets), (e) if the matches are to be 
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. ^CRET 

distributed surreptitiously, people accepting them would not litter the 
fair grounds with them as they might do with leaflets \rfilch they would 
be inclined to throw away after reading, causing fair authorities to 
discover their source, and (f) book matches being small in size and easy 
to carry, the distributor would find, it convenient to sot out with quite 
a number to pass out. After hearing/ Aoxpound on his idea of the book 
matches, AECASSOWARI 3 haul to admit we suggestion had merit and perhaps 
ought to be Implemented. It is expected he will exchange views on this 
with AEGASS0W&R7 2. 

5. Gommonts* Iho results of the above discussion have been for- 
warded to headquarters under EGMi _ 32837, 14 Iferch 1958, 

6, The next meeting with AECASS0W4RT 3 and 6 is to bo arranged by 
phone and will probably take place as soon as AECASS0WAR7 3 compiles 
the Information requested of him.
